The  Pie  was  incorporated  in  the  Sarum  Breviary  at  least  as  early  as  the 
quarto  edition  of  the  Portiforium  by  W.  de  Worde  in  1509.  We  have  seen  the 
statement  that  the  Pie  appeared  in  later  times  in  a  Primer  printed  in  London 
by  J.  Wayland  in  1555. 

As  an  intermediate  step  W.  de  Worde  had  printed  in  1507  a  Breviary  with 
the  Pie  of  each  part  as  a  supplement  which  might  be  purchased  separately  or 
bound  with  the  volume. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mr  Bradshaw  and  Mr  Dickinson  for  help  in 
forming  the  foregoing  list. 

We  find  it  expressly  asserted  in  the  running  titles  of  the  printed  Breviaries 
that  'Pica  sive  Directorium  Sacerdotum'  was  the  usitatum  vocabulum  for  the 
Ordinate  ecclesiae  Sarum  Anglicanae.  The  title  Directorium  Sacerdotum  seems, 
from  his  own  account,  to  have  originated  with  Clement  Maideston.  The  colo- 
phon of  the  Breviary  of  1525 — 6  supplies  another  alias,  Ordinatio  de  Tempore. 

1  Ordinale  Sarum  siue  directorium  sacerdotum  quod  pica  vulgariter  dicitur '  (title)  '  quem 
pica  Sarum  vulgo  vocitat  clerus'  the  Animadvert end urn  which  speaks  of  a  verum  Ordinale 
Sarum  by  which  that  edition  (Dec.  1504)  has  been  corrected  by  Mr  Clarke.

It  may,  however,  be  found  convenient  (in  accordance  with  a  hint  from  the 
Rev.  J.  R.  Lunn)  to  limit  the  word  Ordinate  to  the  earlier  MS.  books  of  rules 
which  were  reduced  into  the  order  of  the  calendar  in  the  black  and  red  pied 
Pica,  wherein  those  rules  for  the  concurrences  and  occurrences  of  festivals,  &c. 
were  to  be  found  in  their  proper  place  according  to  the  almanac. 

The  Ordinarium  mentioned  in  our  title-page  (see  p.  )  seems  to  have  been 
another  matter,  the  Or  do  Breviarii. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  Caxton's  placard  concerning  his  Sarum  Pies  for 
sale  at  the  red  pale  in  Westminster.  It  is  taken  from  the  facsimile  in  Mr 
J.  Power's  Handy-Book  about  Books  from  the  Bodleian  (Douce)  original: 

If  it  plese  ony  man  spirituel  or  temporel  to  bye  ony  pyes  of  two  and  thre  comemoracios 
of  salisburi  vse  enpryntid  after  the  forme  of  this  preset  lettre  whiche  ben  wel  and 
truly  correct,  late  hym  come  to  westmonester  in  to  the  almonesrye  at  the  reed  pale 
and  he  shal  haue  them  good  chepe  „  *  #  * 

Supplico  stet  cedula 

The  three  Commemorations  of  Sarum  use,  which  are  mentioned  in  the  fore- 
going advertisement  and  in  the  15th  century  ms.  (see  p.  xxx.)  of  the  Pie 
and  its  later  editions,  were,  according  to  the  argument  of  the  late  Mr  Seager 
(Portif  Sarisb.  I.  p.  xliv.  cf.  n.  i,  xlii,  xlv,  lv;  Add.  et  Corr.  p.  x.),  one  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  another  of  S.  Osmund,  and  the  other  of  S.  Thomas  (Becket) 
of  Canterbury :  but  whether  the  Act  of  the  Provincial  Synod  of  Canterbury  held 
under  Roger  Walden  (while  Arundel  was  in  exile)  in  a.d.  1398  (see  Wilkins' 
Concilia,  III.  235,  comparing  in.  376)  does  not  require  us  to  change  the  days 
assigned  by  Mr  Seager  to  the  two  last,  the  learned  are  hereby  invited  to  de- 
termine. The  weekly  commemoration  of  S.  Thomas  was  then  at  least  (in  1398) 
ordered  to  be  kept  'sub  regula  Commemorationis  Festi  Loci1  on  Tuesdays  'die 
Martis  si  convenienter  id  fieri  poterit,  alioquin  alia  die  Iiebdomadae.  It  may 
be  added  that  S.  Thomas  was  canonized  (in  the  year  1173)  three  centuries  before 
S.  Osmund  (a.d.  1495).  However  there  was  a  movement  in  favour  of  the  latter 
as  early  as  12281. 

According  to  this  supposition,  the  three  weekly  commemorations  of  Sarum 
Use2  would  be  as  follows: 

1  Wilkins'  Concilia,  i.  475,  562.  The  missa  de  S.  Osmundo  is  found  in  the  Sanctorale  of 
several  Sarum  Breviaries  (a.d.  1509,  1515,  1544,  1555,  1557)  at  July  xvi.,  the  feast  of  his 
Translation.  Concerning  the  two  yearly  feasts  of  S.  Osmund  it  was  noted  as  follows  in 
1518 :  '  Translatio  S.  Osmundi  [Jul.  xvi.]  est  synodale  celebratum,  ejus  tamen  Depositio  [Dec.  iv.] 
celebratur  per  totam  provinciam  CantuariensemJ' 

2  The  Commemoration  of  S.  Chad  (p.  319)  may  have  been  used  in  Lichfield,  and  that  of 
S.  Etheldreda  (p.  557)  in  Ely.     These  are  found  in  Breviaries  of  1509  and  1515. 

The  2nd  and  3rd  commemorations  of  York  were  SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  and  S.  William  of 
York:  those  of  Hereford  Use  were  S.  Ethelbert  King  and  M.,  and  S.  Thomas  of  Hereford 
Bp.  and  Conf.    In  each  Use  the  first  or  Saturday  Commemoration  was  S.  Mary's. 
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Prima  Commemoratio:  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  kept  if  possible  on  Saturday  (sabbato). 
Secunda  Commemoratio :  of  Saint  Osmund  of  Salisbury,  kept  if  possible  on  Thursday 

(feria  quinta). 
Tertia  Commemoratio:    of   Saint  Thomas  of  Canterbury,   kept  if  possible  on  Tuesday 

(die  Martis,/ma  tertia). 

Three  (or  two)  such  commemorations  were  observed  every  week  (in  the 
manner  indicated  in  the  Temporale,  for  the  first  and  second  week  in  Advent, 
on  p.  315  of  the  Psalter  ium* ,  and,  according  to  Mr  Seager,  in  the  Translation 
of  S.  Osmund  in  the  Sanctorale  for  16th  July)  in  Cathedrals  and  at  least  in  the 
more  strict  or  aspiring  parish  choirs,  except  in  certain  important  weeks  and 
seasons  of  the  ecclesiastical  year  which  are  gathered  by  Mr  Seager  (i.  xlv.)  from 
the  Pie.  Moreover  it  would  frequently  happen  that  one  or  other  of  the  three 
would  have  to  be  omitted  pro  hac  vice,  or  to  be  shifted  to  another  week-day  if  one 
were  vacant  in  the  same  week,  in  favour  of  some  saint's  day,  fast,  or  vigil.  In 
these  changes  S.  Mary's  commemoration  was  always  left  if  possible  on  its  own 
Saturday,  or  shifted  to  some  other  day  of  the  week,  while  the  third  commemora- 
tion (i.e.  the  saint  of  the  Church's  dedication  when  it  was  not  S.  Mary's)  was 
the  first  to  vanish  under  the  order  'nihil  de  Hi.  (or  tertia)  commemoratione.'  A 
considerable  part  of  the  Pie,  as  will  be  seen,  is  occupied  with  these  adjustments 
of  the  three  commemorations  for  each  week. 

The  service  '  in  Commemoratione  S.  Osmundi '  with  three  lessons  is  found  in 
the  Sanctorale  between  the  office  of  his  Festum  or  Translatio  and  that  of  his 
Octave,  in  the  Breviaries  of  1516,  1531,  1544,  &c. 

The  following  specimen  of  Caxton's  Pie  may  be  interesting,  and  may  throw 
some  light  on  this  difficult  subject,  as  it  contains  the  expression  '  secunda  com- 
memoratio.' It  will  suffice  to  shew  the  reader  how  a  book  could  be  at  once  a 
*  pye  of  two  and  three  commemorations.' 

From  the  Directorium  printed  by  Caxton  about  1489  :

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The  Antwerp  edition  by  Leeu  (1488)  had  given  a  different  rule  in  the  follow- 
ing points :

Feria  v.  de  festo  loci.' 

Wynkyn  de  Worde  in  1495  followed  Caxton's  edition.  In  his  edition  of 
1504  de  Worde  has  the  following  variation  : 

•  Feria  v.  de  feria,  Epistola  et  evangelium  de  iiii.  feria.' 

All  the  rest  as  in  Caxton  (or  1495)  except  that  the  rule  for  'Salus  populi' 
is  put  above  under  'feria  hV,  and  nothing  is  said  about  'Missa  dominicalis,'  as 
though  three  commemorations  wrere  the  rule  and  not  the  exception.

Further  enquiry  will  probably  shew  that  several  of  the  following  must  be 
eliminated  from  the  list,  which  should  contain  Breviary  Psalters  only,  to  the 
exclusion  of  such  Psalteria  Davidica  ad  vsum  ecclesiae  Sarisburiensis  as  Kingston 
and  Sutton's  psalms  (in  numerical  order)  canticles  and  litany  printed  in  1555 
without  hymns,  which  is  found  in  the  Pepysian  Library  at  Cambridge  and  at 
Lincoln  Cathedral.  The  last  entries  in  the  list  of  Breviaries  and  Antiphoners 
should  be  observed.

Sequences;   and  Hymns;   and  their  Expositions. 

A  Troparium  is  by  rights  the  complement  of  the  Graduate. 

The  Graduale  contains  what  may  be  called  the  Gregorian  or  Scriptural 
portion  of  the  choral  part  of  the  Missale;  the  Introit  and  Psalm,  Gradual 
and  Respond,  Offertory  and  Communion. 

The  Troparium  contains  on  the  other  hand  the  non-Gregorian  or  non- 
Scriptural  additions,  which  having  been  most  fully  developed  in  the  far 
west,  and  having  been  crushed  out,  at  least  the  most  extravagant  elements 
of  them,  by,  if  not  before,  the  thirteenth  century,  no  separate  Troparia 
seem  ever  to  have  been  written  after  that  date,  the  matter  which  was  left 
being  always  contained  in  Graduale. 

The  Sequences  (words  or  prose  set  to  the  prolonged  notes  of  the  repeated 
Alleluia  before  the  Gospel)  and  a  few  of  the  farsings  to  the  Kyrie  and 
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Gloria  in  excelsis  still  are  to  be  found  in  the  Sarum  books  as  we  have 
them1. 

But  of  the  genuine  Tropi  or  farsings  to  the  Introit,  and  the  similar 
expansions  of  the  Sanctus  and  Agnus  Dei  &c.,  all  trace  seems  to  have  been 
swept  away  by  the  thirteenth  century. 

It  is  of  course  to  these  farsings  of  the  Kyrie  that  we  owe  our  Ten 
Commandments  in  our  present  Communion  Service.  No  one  acquainted 
with  the  barbarous  Kyries  found  in  the  English  Missals  can  wonder  at  our 
reformers  substituting  something  more  practical  while  they  grudged  the 
destruction  of  the  old  familiar  form. 

The  fact  that  this  sort  of  expansion  has  no  counterpart  in  any  service 
books  which  have  their  home  nearer  head-quarters  (i.e.  Rome;  St.  Gregory 
being  the  immediate  author  of  the  skeleton  of  our  service)  has  always  ren- 
dered it  difficult  for  those  accustomed  only  to  Roman  service-books  to 
appreciate  or  even  understand  the  very  existence  of  such  excrescences2. 

The  number  of  Sequences  formerly  in  use  in  the  west  was  very  consi- 
derable. After  Daniel  had  collected  upwards  of  four  hundred  (chiefly  from 
German  sources)  Dr  Neale  found  and  printed  in  his  Sequentiae  ex  Missali- 
bus  (Parker,  1852)  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  antient  ones  beside,  which 
he  derived  mainly  from  English  and  French  Missals.  They  appear  to  have 
been  all  composed  in  or  after  the  tenth  century.  The  date  of  the  death  of 
Notker  Balbulus  of  St  Gall  (who  first  developed  the  thought  of  setting 
words  to  the  cadence  following  or  flowing  from  the  repeated  Alleluia)  is 
fixed  in  Baring  Gould's  Lives  of  the  Saints  at  6  April,  a.d.  912,  just  a  cen- 
tury later  than  Dr  Neale  supposed. 

At  the  revision  of  the  Roman  Missal  in  the  latter  half  of  the  sixteenth 
century  four  '  Sequentiae'  only  were  allowed  to  remain;  the  Dies  irae  by  Tho- 
mas of  Celano  (pro  Defunctis),  Lauda  Sion  Salvatorem  composed  by  Thomas 
Aquinas,  a.d.  1264,  (in  festo  Corporis  Christi),  Veni  Sancte  Spiritus  by 
Robert  II.  of  France  (in  Pentecoste),  and  Victimae  Paschali  laudes  immo- 
lant  Christian^  ascribed  to  Notker.  Nevertheless  it  will  be  seen  from  the 
note  below3  that  away  from  Italy  even  in  the  seventeenth  century  several

lingered  on  in  the  appendix  under  the  name  of  Prosae,  beside  the  four 
authorised  Sequentiae  in  the  body  of  the  book. 

But  to  revert  to  Sequences  in  England. 

There  is  a  MS.  Troper  (11th  century,  Winchester),  in  the  Parker 
Library  at  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge.  Also  there  is  one  of  the 
12th  century  in  the  British  Museum;  and  one  of  the  13th  or  14th  (formerly 
belonging  to  St  Patrick's,  Dublin)  in  the  Cambridge  University  Library. 

In  the  10th  or  11th  century  anglican  'troper'  (Bodleian  MS.  775) 
which  is  the  subject  of  Appendix  IV.  in  the  second  volume  of  the  York 
Missal  printed  for  the  Surtees  Society,  ninety  Sequences  are  enumerated. 
It  has  been  described  by  Mr  Maskell  {Mori.  Pit.  i.  xxxix. — xli.),  and  by 
Dr  Rock  {Church  of  our  Fathers  III.  part  ii.  20 — 28). 

Of  the  94  Sequences  printed  in  the  Sarum  Missal  (Pitsligo  Press  edition, 
part  iii.  index  iv.)1   only  a  small  number  are   included   in   the    Breviary

There  are  five  of  these  farsed  Kyries,  '  Kyrie  cum  farsura,  or  (as  it  appears  in  the 
Missals)  cum  Versibus;  the  word  eleison  occurring  nine  times  in  each,  though  the 
number  of  verses  in  two  of  them  is  eleven.  Three  of  these  Parisian  farsed  Kyries  (viz. 
Kyrie  fons,  Cunctipotens  and  Orbis  factor,  hut  not  Kyrie  virginitatis,  or  Rex  virginum) 
are  to  be  found  among  the  nine  Sarum  '  Cantus  super  Kyrie  eleison,'  in  the  (Burntisland) 
Missal,  p.  928.  The  Hereford  Missal  (Surtees  Society,  1874)  p.  xxxviii.  has  Rex  virginum 
and  fifteen  others. 

The  said  Appendix  concludes  with  sixty-five  'Prosae  pro  voto  celebrantium  dicendae 
vel  omittendae.'  Two  others,  namely,  Dulcis  Jesus  (see  below,  p.  549),  and  Ad  te 
confugimus  (of  S.  Genovefa),  as  well  as  the  rhymed  'Tractus'  commencing  Dulce  nomen 
(see  below,  p.  551),  had  already  occurred  in  the  votive  masses  in  the  same  Parisian 
Appendix,  all  under  the  name  of  prosae.

(eighteen  sequences  and  one  tract  will  be  found  in  our  index  to  the 
second  Fasciculus  of  the  Sarum  Breviary)  and  moreover  it  is  with  the 
hymns  that  we  are  more  strictly  concerned. 

However  it  seems  hardly  possible  to  speak  of  the  one  of  these  two  kinds 
of  spiritual  songs,  without  referring  to  the  other.  And  it  is  right  at  least 
to  record  the  publication  of  school  editions  of  each  with  a  running  ex- 
position of  the  text.  This  'expositio'  or  paraphrase  was  printed  after  the 
manner  of  a  gloss,  in  smaller  type  between  the  lines  of  each  hymn  or 
sequence,  and  it  now  suggests  memories  of  the  lOrdo'  in  the  Delphin 
Classics. 

Interpretations  of  Sequences  by  Hermannus  Torrentinus,  Johannes 
Adelphus  and  Jodocus  Clichtovoeus  are  mentioned  by  Br  Neale  as  having 
been  printed  on  the  continent  early  in  the  16th  century,  and  Mr  Coxe  has 
catalogued  the  following  MS.  which  more  nearly  concerns  us.

As  to  the  contents  of  these  collections  we  find  in  a  volume  in  Lincoln 
Cathedral  Library  (printed,  according  to  the  old  Catalogue,  by  R.  Pynson 
in  1498,  though  he  printed  only  the  appendix  or  supplement  to  each  part, 
and  no  date  is  given)  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  in  all,  viz.  69  sequences 
with  a  supplement  of  4  proses,  89  hymns  and  20  in  the  appendix. 

The  total  of  hymns  thus  given  (109)  is  smaller  than  the  number  contained 
in  the  'Anglo-Saxon  Hymnarium'  (Surtees  Soc.  vol.  xxiii.)  where  it  ap- 
pears that  there  were  from  131  to  153  Latin  hymns  in  English  MSS. 
written  soon  after  the  Norman  Conquest.  Fifty-four '  of  these  hymns  do 
not  appear  in  the  Sarum  Breviary,  while  on  the  other  hand  we  count  at 
least  four-and-twenty  Sarum  Breviary  hymns  for  which  we  look  in  vain 
in  these  antient  MSS.  of  the  eleventh  century. 

We  append  the  indexes  of  Sequences  and  Hymns  from  the  Expositio 
thus  adapted  at  Pynson's  press  in  the  hope  that  they  may  be  found  useful 
for  the  purpose  of  collation.

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Having  said  so  much  about  the  school-editions  of  Sequences  and 
Hymns  we  proceed  to  two  other  classes  of  books  wherein  Sarum  Hymns 
are  contained;  the  Psalteria  cum  Hymnis  Sarum  et  Ebor.  and  the  Hymni 
cam  notis  or  nota.

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The  beautiful  volume  which  bears  the  foregoing  title  contains  the 
Lectionary,  that  is  to  say,  the  lessons,  as  they  appear  in  the  Great 
folio  Breviaries  of  1516  and  1531,  merely  separated  from  all  the  other 
parts  of  the  services  which  in  those  breviaries  are  combined ;  saving  only 
the  benedictions  to  the  lessons  at  mattins,  as  on  our  p.  459  below. 

The  edition  of  Legendae  or  lessons  (whereof  five  copies  are  mentioned 
on  p.  xix),  is  the  only  printed  edition  of  which  we  have  heard  or  read. 
We  shall  proceed  to  describe  it  presently.  It  appears  to  have  belonged  to 
the  same  series  of  folio  service-books  as  the  Antiphoner  of  the  years 
1519 — 20  which  was  printed  at  Paris,  likewise  for  Byrkman  by  Hopyl, 
and  the  Breviary  printed  in  1516  for  Byrkman  at  the  University  of 
Paris. 

The  existence  of  the  singers'  part  and  the  readers'  part  in  the  separate 
volumes  of  antiphoner  and  legend-book  as  well  as  in  the  general  breviary, 
was  a  matter  of  common  sense  which  has  its  parallel  in  these  our  days 
of  easy  printing  no  less  than  in  the  earlier  times  of  saint  Osmund  and  his 
scribes. 

A  summary  of  facts  about  the  lectionary  of  more  primitive  times  is 
given  in  Dr  Campion  and  Beamont's  Prayer-Booh  Interleaved. 

"With  regard  to  the  system,  arrangement  and  selection  of  the  lessons  in 
the  medieval  period  we  may  hope  yet  to  learn  a  good  deal. 

As  to  their  length,  Mr  Bradshaw  has  shewn  us  at  Cambridge  a  manu- 
script lectionary  (formerly  in  use  at  Norwich)  where  the  regular  lessons 
are  marked  in  the  margin,  some  distance  before  their  proper  conclusion, 
with  directions  to  slop  here  and  read  the  rest  in  the  refectory.  This  shews 
that  the  craving  for  a  shortened  lectionary  was  not  peculiar  to  our  own 
generation.  And  we  find  that  the  portions  in  the  common  breviaries  or 
portiforia  are  considerably  reduced' from  those  of  the  folios  of  (1496)  1516 
and  1531 ;  so  that  instances  may  be  found  where  three  long  lessons  are  cut  up 
into  nine  short  ones,  the  original  responds  being  retained  although  perhaps 
the  narrative  to  which  they  allude  was  no  longer  to  be  read. 
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The  unsatisfactory  condition  into  which  the  lectionary  had  degenerated 
in  the  XVIth  century  was  noted  by  Quignon  the  Spanish  Cardinal  in  his 
Breviary,  which  appeared  in  1536  under  the  patronage  of  Clement  VII.,  in 
the  following  passage  of  which  we  have  a  clear  echo  in  the  Preface  ('  Con- 
cerning the  Service  of  the  Church ')  in  our  English  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
&c. : 

'  Sed  factum  est  nescio  quo  pacto  precantium  negligentia  ut  paulatim 
a  sanctissimis  illis  veterum  patrum  institutis  discederetur.  Nam  libri 
scripturae  sacrae  qui  statis  anni  temporibus  legendi  erant  more  majorum 
(ut  est  in  monumentis  Gelasii  papae  et  concilii  Romani  septuaginta  episco- 
porum)  vix  dum  incepti  omittuntur  in  alio  Breviario.  Turn  hystoriae 
sanctorum  quaedam  tarn  inculte  et  tarn  sine  delectu  scriptae  habentur  in 
eodem,  ut  nee  auctoritatem  habere  videantur  nee  gravitatem.  Accedit  tarn 
perplexus  ordo  tamque  difficilis  precandi  ratio,  ut  interdum  paulo  minor- 
opera  in  requirendo  ponatur  quam  cum  in  veneris  in  legendo.' 

It  is  stated  near  the  end  of  the  *  Defensorium  Directorii?  appended  to 
the  Directorium,  that  there  were  in  the  Sarum  Legendae  then  in  use  two 
hundred  lessons  which  were  superfluous  and  otiose.  The  question  had 
arisen,  '  Qualiter  vel  quo  modo  omnes  lectiones  de  biblia  extractae  sunt 
legendae?'  and  it  had  been  formally  answered  by  the  Sarum  authorities 
'quod  omnes  lectiones  habent  legi  secundum  titulationem  feriarum  et 
Dominicarum  per  totum  annum.'  In  this  however  as  in  several  other 
instances  the  '  modern '  Sarum  folk  were  brought  to  book,  i.  e.  to  the  vetus 
Ordinate  Sarum,  somewhat  sharply  by  Clement  Maydeston  who  showed 
in  this  case  that  '  lectiones  de  temporali  per  totum  annum  habent  legi  per 
ordinem.'     Accordingly  he  concludes  that : 

'  Si  quis  faceret  unam  novam  legendam  de  usu  Sarum  modo  quando 
duae  commemorationes  communiter  habentur  et  aliquando  tres,  et  scribi 
faceret  pro  historia  Deus  omnium  centum  triginta  sex  lectiones  pro 
dominicis  et  feriis,  merito  fatuus  diceretur,  cum  absque  dubio  septuaginta 
lectiones  sufficerent  ad  plenum  pro  historia  ilia  secundum  verba  ordinalis 
praedicti,  et  secundum  veram  experientiam.  Nam  audeo  amrmare  quod 
in  legenda  Sarum,  in  diversis  historiis,  ponuntur  ducentae  lectiones  quae 
nunquam  fuerunt  lectae,  nee  in  futurum  erunt  legendae  in  ecclesia  Sarum. 

1  Conclusio  finalis :  Omnibus  praemissis  sagaciter  et  diligenter  pensatis 
consultius  et  melius  fere  dinoscitur  sequi  verba  ipsius  ordinalis,  legendo 
per  totum  annum  omnes  lectiones  de  biblia  extractas  secundum  ordinem 
lectionum,  non  secundum  titulos  et  rubricas  Dominicarum  et  feriarum, 
neque  per  saltum.

This  comment  about  the  folly  of  printing  more  lessons  than  were 
required  is  contained  in  the  Defensorium  as  it  appears  at  the  end  of  the 
Pies  of  (Leeu)  1488,  (Caxton)  1488—9,  and  (W.  de  Worde)  1495;  but  not 
in  that  of  the  year  1497  (by  the  last-named  printer).  The  Aberdeen 
Breviary  (a.d.  1510)  is  content  with  62  lessons  to  complete  the  '  Historia 
Deus  Omnium1'  or  selections  (1  Sam.  i. — vii.  2)  from  the  Hystoria  Begum; 
but  our  Sarum  Breviary  of  1531  indulges  in  120  lections  for  that  'history,' 
extending  to  1  Sam.  i. — xvii.  57.  This  portion  of  the  1st  book  of  Samuel 
supplied  the  lessons  for  the  first  and  second  nocturns  of  all  the  ordinary 
Sundays  from  the  2nd  Sunday  after  Trinity  to  the  end  of  July  or  the 
beginning  of  August,  as  well  as  the  lessons  for  the  mattins  or  single 
nocturn  of  each  week-day  in  that  period  which  was  not  occupied  by  a  holy- 
day  or  commemoration  with  special  lessons. 

The  lessons  for  the  third  nocturn  of  each  Sunday  were  supplied  other- 
wise, viz.  de  Expositions  Evangelii,  that  is  to  say,  from  selections  from  the 
Sermons  or  Commentaries  of  the  Fathers  or  Ecclesiastical  writers  upon  the 
Gospel  of  the  day.  These  lessons  doubtless  were  appointed  in  order  to 
prepare  the  mind  to  understand  the  Gospel  which  would  be  read  at  mass 
the  same  morning. 

We  learn  from  Sicardus  and  Durandus  that  in  the  Xllth  and  Xlllth 
centuries  some  differences  of  opinion  and  custom  had  arisen  in  the  Church 
of  Rome  and  elsewhere  as  to  the  order  and  distribution  of  the  Gospels,  &c, 
for  the  Sundays  in  Advent  and  those  after  Pentecost.  This  difference  is 
attributed  to  the  doubt  which  for  some  time  prevailed  about  the  selection 
of  one  Lord's  day  for  a  special  commemoration  of  the  Blessed  Trinity,  and 
to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  Sundays  between  Pentecost  and  Epiphany 
is  not  constant.  Moreover  the  introduction  of  Corpus  Christi  with  an 
octave  must  have  tended  in  the  Xlllth  century  to  increase  the  disturbance 
of  the  allotment  of  Sunday  services. 

However  the  Church  of  England  has  received  and  still  retains  the 
Sunday  Epistles  and  Gospels  for  the  summer  season  arranged  as  they  were 
in  the  Sarum  (and  Aberdeen)  books  and  in  the  Comes  or  antient  Roman 
lectionary  (printed  by  Pamelius  in  1571,  and  by  him  falsely  attributed  to 
S.  Jerome  on  the  authority  of  the  Xlth  century  Micrologus).  The  Aber- 
deen book  agreed  with  the  Sarum  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Gospels  after 

1  These  Histories  receive  their  title  from  the  first  words  (not  of  the  selections 
themselves,  but)  of  the  first  Eespond  which  follows  the  first  lesson,  and  they  lend 
their  title  to  the  seasons  at  which  they  were  read. 
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Trinity,  as  the  Parisian  corresponded  with  the  modern  Roman  order  of  the 
Gospels  after  Pentecost.  But  in  selecting  the  exposition  for  any  Sunday 
Gospel  these  four  Uses  show  their  independence  each  of  the  other.  For 
instance,  on  St  Mark  viii.  1,  the  Sarum  Breviary  (7th  S.  after  Trinity) 
and  the  Aberdeen  (7th  Trin.)  take  passages  from  Augustine;  the  Parisian 
(6th  S.  after  Pentecost)  selects  from  Basil,  and  the  Roman  (6th  Pent.) 
reads  Ambrose.  Again,  for  another  Gospel  (St  Matt.  v.  20)  Sarum  and 
Borne  select  the  same  passage  from  Augustine.  Aberdeen  goes  to  another 
part  of  the  works  of  the  same  Father,  while  Paris  chooses  Chrysostom  as 
expositor  for  the  occasion.  For  yet  another  Gospel  (St  Luke  v.  1)  Sarum 
is  singular  in  her  preference  for  the  venerable  Bede.  And  so  on  through 
all  the  variations.
